in this political election year of our Lord - who was 
an Independent from Nazareth - one can't help but 
reiterate thefincoincidental parallels between the sports 
and political arenas.

one NAACP attorney, who 
explained that much of the 
data has already been 
given but Foster “puts it 


together and makes the 
connections.” 
Under questioning by 


NAACP Attorney Louis 
Lucas, Foster plodded 
carefully and methodically 
over boundary changes 
and optional attendance 
zones to show how he 
came to the conclusion 
that racial containment 
was the effect of school 
action or inaction. 

He discussed the place- 
ment of new buildings, the 
use of rental facilities, the 
assignment of principals 
and the use of transporta- 
tion, all, in his words, com- 
mon techniques to 
segregation which are 
similar to desegregation 
techniques. 

Foster described the 
opening of Linmoor Junior 
High in 1957, Medina 
Junior High in 1960 and 
Monroe Junior High in 
1964, explaining how the 
attendant optional zones 
and boundary changes im- 
Pacted on the racial com- 
position of these and 
nearby schools. 

Medina, he said, was 
carved out of the Clinton 
Junior High district and 
the northern section of Lin- 
den-McKinley (then a 
junior-senior hig), with 
the effect of further com- 
pacting the area south of 
Medina as a black area. 

Foster said that’ as the 
black population began to 
move to the north, the 
school district in that area, 
which had formerly been 
drawn in a north and south 
direction, began to be 
drawn from east to west. 
As you draw the lines east 
and west; Foster said, this 
Prohibits you from going 
down into the zones and 
picking up black pupils 
and keeps a boundary on 
the black population. 

The opening of Monroe, 
he ~ said, further com- 
pacted the center city 
black population. (The

: Foster’ conceded that 
boundary decisions did 
have a desegregative ef- 
fect at Everett Junior High 
but said it is his opinion 
that Linmoor. was opened 
as a school designated 
black from the beginning.

McGuffey were established 
as a holding zone. 

If you look at present 
enrollment data, he said, 
those lines are pretty much 
maintained, 

Foster gave detailed 
data on a number of op- 
tional attendance zones 
which he described as ‘an 
escape alley for whites as 
a school gets blacker.” 

Going over year by year 
boundaries with frequent 
changes of maps and map 
overlays to illustrate his 
points, Foster explained 
how the zones allowed 
whites to escape from 
black schools as an area 
changed from white to 
black. 

In each case he was 
asked the effect of the op- 
tional zone and .in each 
case. he said the effect 
was, in his opinion, racial, 
locking black’ into black 
schools allowing whites to 
escape into white schools. 


Anticipating, one 
possible defense 
argument,- Lucas asked 


Foster each time whether 
school capacity could have 
been a factor in creating 
an optional zone. Foster 
gave school capacity 
figures and explained that 
in most cases it was not a 
factor. Where it was, he 
said, optional zones would 
not have been the best way 
to alleviate overcrowding. 
in describing an option 
between Franklin and 
Roosevelt junior high 
which was carved out on 
the southern end of the 
Franklin district in 1955 
Foster noted that the op- 
tion was in a changing 
(racially) area and it closed 
in the 1961-62 school year. 
Asked by Lucas if in his 
experience he finds that 
there is a pattern, where 
optional. zones tend to be 
changed or closed after 
they serve a particular pur- 
pose, Foster said there is.

allowing Deshler to stay 
white.” 

In testimony on school 
construction, Foster listed 
31 schools which opened 
between 1964 and 1975, 28 
of which he said opened 
as “racially identifiable” 
schools. A racially iden- 
tifiable school was defined 
as a school which is 
predominantly one race. 
This is measured for the 
current school year by 
taking the overall percent 
of non-white students, 
31.5, and adding or sub- 
tracting 15 percent. If, a 
school is above 46.5 per- 
cent black, it is racially 
identifiablly black; if it is 
below 16.5 percent black, 
it is racially identifiably 
white. 

Foster said 27 of the 28 
schools which opened 
racially identifiable after 
1964 remained racially 
identifiable in 1975 and 


most of-them-are-between_ 


90 and 100 percent black 
or white. 

Between 1950 and 1975, 
he said, 103 new schools 
opened, 87 opened racially 
identifiable and 71 
remained racially iden- 
tifiable in 1975. 

“The fact that schools 
opened as black or white 
schools has a strong ten- 
dency to maintain a 
segregated system,” 
Foster. said. ‘If you're in- 
terested in desegregation, 
you can redraw boundaries 
or pair. or. group schools 
when you open them.” 
ad- 
ditions, Foster said: 

“if you rebuild on the 
same site where the school 
is already racially tden- 
tifiable; it " locks’ “in the 
segregated “situation and 
makes it less likely that it 
will be changed.” 

Foster cited 176 ad- 
ditions between 1950 and 


1975, 128 of which were to : 


racially identifiable 
schools. He said 104 
remained racially _iden- 
tifiable in 1974. 

Foster's testimony, 
which began last Thursday 
but was interrupted by the 
illness of Lucas on Friday, 
also focused on the 
assignment of black prin- 
cipals. 

Foster said the appoint- 
ment of principals is 
essentially done along 
racial lines. The first ap-_ 
pointment of -black prin- 
cipal to a school that was 
not racially identifiably 
black was in 1968 with th 
assignment of a blac 
assistant principal to 
South High School. 

The first black principal 
to an 
school was in 1975 to Oaks 
mont Elementary School. 

In 1975, out of 86 white 
schools, Foster testified, 
only one had a black prin- 
cipal_and three had black 
assistant principals. Out of 
47 black schools, 25 had 
black principals and out of 


32 non-identifiable 
schools, four had black 
principals. 


“If you have a pattern 
where. principals are 
assigned along racial 
lines,"’ Foster said, “to that 


extent you have 
segregated system." 
“Would the reassign- 


ment of teachers without a 
concurrent reassignment 
of principals eliminate the 
effects of the original 
racial assignment,” Lucas 
asked Foster. 

“Not in my opinion,” 


Foster replied.

Foster also discussed 
the use of rental facilities, 
the placement of a number 
of new schools and the 
practice of intact busing. 
He described other 
choices that could have 
been made by school of- 
ficials, sometimes giving 
details about openings in 
nearby schools where 
students could have been 
placed as an alternative to 
renting facilities and other 
ways that boundaries 
could have been drawn. 

Foster said he con- 
sidered the practice of in- 
tact busing education- 
tionally unsound. A 
preferred procedure, he 
said, would have been to 
have the child become part 
of the receiving school. 

Cross examiniation of 
Foster by School Attorney 
Samuel Porter began-late 
Tuesday and was to con- 
tinue on Wednesday. 

Foster has worked on 
desegregation studies or 
given expert testimony in 
desegregation trials in 18 
states. He testified in 
Cleveland and in Dayton, 
and spent a day in Colum- 
bus last year at the request 
of the superintendent, 
talking with the administra- 
tive staff’ about the 
techniques of desegrega- 
tion, - 

Also -testifying last week 
was former — Deputy 
Superintendent C.L. 
Dumaree and NAACP 
Researcher William A. 
Montgomery. Montgomery 
testified about a 1910 
lawsuit brought by black 
parents againt the Colum- 
bus school board for 
building the Champion 
Avenue School to serve 
black children only. The 
parents lost the case. 

The, NAACP is expected 
to complete its case this 
week, after which the 
defendent schoo! board 
will begin to present its 
testimony. The court is 
scheduled to follow a 
regular 9 to 4:30 schedule 
daily except Monday, when 
it —will_ observe the 
Memorial Day~hotiday:

congressmen were 
receiving mountains of 
reactionary mail to the 
freshly passed 1964 Civil 
Rights Act. Amidst all the 
heat and clamor, Moynihan 
compromised Johnson's 
“total commitment to the 
cause of Negro equality” 
by proclaiming that Blacks 
“have received enough for 
the time being.” 
Moynihan has added a 
pyramiding array of racist- 
type tactics to his record 
which have served only to 
discredit Blacks and those 
programs which have been 
designed and developed to 
be helpful to Blacks. 
Note the _ following 
instances of ways in which 
he has militated against 
the advancement of Blacks 
during the past decade. 
Moynitian was very free 
in his criticism about the 
ways in which he felt the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964 
was being perverted — in 
favor of Blacks. While he 


complained that 
“employers are given 
quotas of the Black 


employees they will hire 
.." he carefully avoided 
mention. of those federal 
agencies which favored 
thousands of companies 
that persisted in 
discriminatory labor 
practices. Those federal 


agencies, though 
specifically instructed by 
the 1964 Act, never 


canceled even one of over 
100,000 contracts. 


Moynihan's book, 
Maximum Feasible Mis 
understanding (1968) 


challenged the community 
actior®’ programs in- the 
“War Against Poverty.” In 
one breath, he conceded 
that some program failures 
may have been due to the 
preponderance. of white 
executives making 
decisions about the issues 
of Negro poverty. And in 
the next breath, he 
equivocates, “It does not 
“follow that the presence of 
influential Negroes at any 
stage in this process 
would "have—ted=-to—any 
greater ‘irisights “into the 


problem. .-""It-is-the-kind 
of outrageous logic to 
which Blacks . are 


accustomed in dealing 


with those white “leaders” 
whose eternal dictum is 
“We know what's best for 


you,” 

In late 1967, Moynihan 
urged a_ partnership 
between liberals in 
Americans for Democratic 
Action and conservatives. 
Curiously enough, despite 
the claims of his strongest 
advocates that he is 
an “impeccable ‘ liberal,” 
he counseled and ad- 
monished liberals 
against “explaining away 
anything, howsoever out- 
rageous, which Negroes 
individually or collectively 
might do.” That he—was 
able to so spontaneously 
deliver such a general 
broadside’ insult against 
Black and white liberals 
alike should forever 
expose his duplicity. 

But it was not until he 
sent his 
memorandum to Nixon, 
urging that Blacks had 
made “extraordinary 
progress" and suggested 
that “the time may have 
come when the issue of 
race would benefit from a 
period of ‘benign 
neglect’"’ that he carved 
his radical racist rhetoric 
in marble. 

Given the Nixon, Agnew, 
Mitchell crowd of which he 
was a part, neither his 
document (designed to 
determine government 
policy toward 25 million 
Black Americans) nor the 
fact that no Black leaders 
were consulted or given an 
opportunity to see it prior 
to its release, is no Sur- 
prise. 

Perhaps someone 
should ask Moynihan, what 
will benf@n neglect do for 
those who are forced to 
live under conditions of 
poor housing, uncollected 
garbage, inferior schools, 
rats, and vermin? What will 
it do for the hard core 
unemployed? it will take 
more than outdated 
phrase-making to cover 
neglect that is total, But 
hardly benign.

After repeated. attempts by officers to gain entry at the 
front door, Leady finally opened the door and stepped 
ony from the entrance with-a pistol in each hand. police 


Reports continued that the gunslinging Leady whirled 
around to fire (as if'in a duel), but was quickly accosted 
and wrestled to the ground by the two officers, The 
weapons reportediy discharged during the scuffle, 
howeyer no one was injured. Upon final subduing the 
32 year old accused, the two pistols were confiscated, 
Official ‘reports réveal. Besides’ the ‘felonious: assault 
charge, the defendant will also explain a charge of 
assault for allegedly pulling his wite's hair and 
oi her across the face with his open hand. 

entire incident reportedly occurred on May 19. 

In another case which reportedly stemmed from 
charges incurred on May 19, Teresa Ann Plear, 1108 
Berkeley Ave., has been ordered to return to the 
courtroom and face counts of falsification and carrying:a 
concealed weapon.

ile driving a 1972 yellow Ford on May 19, Cromwell” 


was ticketed for his alleged race speedway-type driving 
of an excess of 75 miles per hour in a 35 miles per hour 
posted zone. When the late model car was finally 
stopped southbound on Joyce at 117th Aves., a loaded 
32 caliber revolver was reportedly found on the 
suspect's person. Cromwell, who pleaded not guilty at 
his arraignment,. was set free on a personal 
recognizance bond by Judge James C. Britt. 

Shirley Marie Tucker, 1530 1/2 Mt. Vernon Ave., (or her 
defense lawyer) will now tussle with His Honor on the 
judicial battlefield as a result of her alleged scuffle with 
police officers-on the Eastside. She is charged with two 
counts with assault - one being her arresting officers, 
aggravated menacing, resisting arrests, and falsification, 
due. to the reported May 18-.disturbance, her affidavit 
reads. . 

The incident is said to have begun when Tucker, 21, 
assaulted complainant Mrs. Eileen Copley at 21 W. 
Spring St. When officers who arrived on the scene 
attempted to quell the fracas, the highly-enraged Tucker 
threatened the officers..When asked her name the 
woman allegedly replied “Charles Rucker". The feminine 
brawler was finally subdued, however, one officer 
sustained a minor cut on his left hand.

The presidential primaries are coming to 
a close, On June 8, all states having 
primary elections will have held them. 

In addition to electing delegates to the 
two. nominating conventions, the voters in 
Ohio on June 8, will also have to nominate 
candidates for various national and county 
offices. In addition, the voters will have to 
make decisions on eight state issues and, 
in some areas, county and city levies. 

Every slot on the voting machines is 
important, the candidates and the issues. 
Since this isa tial.election year. 
more voters will be ‘going to the polis, 
Their votes will decide who will be the 
candidates .and. what issues. will be 

roved or defeated. 

o make these decisions, the voter must 
be informed or else they can't cast an 
intelligent vote. This is where the big 
question mark comes in. Most voters are 
not fully informed on the candidates or the 
issues. Therefore, most of them cast their 
‘votes blindly or, on emotions. Neither 
reason is a good one. 

No one group of voters has suffered 
more from blind voting than have Negro 
voters. As a result, our voting power is 
used by candidate brokers who literally 
buy and sell our votes in the market place. 

@ candidates who benefit from these 
kinds of operations, have no obligations to 
the voters, only to the brokers. 

These brokers are very adept in this 
kind of manipulation. This is why Negro 
candidates who run for public office 
outside districts that have a majority of 
black voters, are not very successful. More 
Negro candidates have been defeated by 
Negro voters than by: whites. 


This year, Black voters are again being 
put to the test. The big question is whether 
our voters will be like lambs being led to 
the slaughter. Or, whether they will for 
once, fully inform themselves and go to 
the: polls:intelligent enough to make their 
own choices. 


It is not complimentary to Negro 
intelligence that political brokers operate 
more extensively in our ranks. than 
anywhere else. This has been the greatest 
roadblock to our civil rights progress than 
anything, else. as

The exci. ana interest generated 
in the turmoil of the fifties and sixties has 


died out, This. period chalked up some 


gains and, entirely too many of our people 
settled back under the delusion that our 
goals had been attained and, that there 
was nothing else to do but let the fruits of 
victory fall into our laps. 

Nothing could be further from the truth. 
Actually, politically, we in Ohio have 
retrogressed in the past four years, We 
have made not one political gain in this 
period, but, have sustained some losses.

The age 
old excuse is again being used, that a 
Negro candidate cannot win. How can we 
ever known whether they can win or not 
un the party endorses and supports - 
them. F 

A poll by this newspaper of the 13 Black 
members of Cleveland City Council, 
shows that .most..of. these Black 
Councilmen are not supporting Black 
candidates for no other reason than the 
party has not endorsed them. Most of 
these very same: councilmen have been 
elected without party endorsement. And 
everyone of them was elected in wards or 
districts where a majority of voters were 
Black.

In Cincinnati, Senator William F, Bowen 
is running for Congress in the First. 
District. He does not have the Democratic 
party's endorsement although he deserves 
it on the basis of the support Black voters 
have given the party. 

As long as Black leadership is afraid to 
buck racism in Democratic party ranks, 
Negroes are going to continue to be the 
neglected second-class members of the 
party. 

Therefore, it is very important this year 
that Black voters realize that being 
subservient to the party is actually being 
against their own people: No -intelligent 
group of people would stand for this. 

Black candidates have a right to expect 
the support of their own people no matter 
what the odds are. Black voters have an 
obligation to vote for them. Anything less 
than this, is a, step back into political 
slavery.

| find it extremely difficult to square the 
newly announced African policy of the 
Ford administration with the President's 
expressed desire to have the U.S. Attorney 
General intervene in the U.S, Supreme 
Court in an effort to water down the high 
court's desegregation edict. 


As. we now know, Henry Kissinger 
embarked uponhis- African trip—inthe— 
wake of our utter failure in Angola, where 
we wound up on the losing side. In several 
African countries, Kissinger came out in 
favor of majority rule in Africa. This 
touched upon the policies of two white- 
dominated African states, Rhodesia and 
South Africa, and in effect indicated that 
beginning as of now, the black majorities 
in both those countries could: expect aid 
and succor (largely economic) in their 
continuing struggle against rule by the 
white minority. 


The Kissinger stance, while pleasing 
some African leaders, threw a shock into a 
number of Ford people, especially in the 
Southland, where they thought it gave 
Ronald Reagan an advantage. 


Now, on the heels of this pro-African 
stance, the President comes out with an 
appeal to his Attorney General to involved 
the government into a Supreme Court 
action that would de-emphasize busing as 
a means of public schoo! desegregation. 


Why get involved in this highly 
controversial business unless somebody 
in the Ford camp sees a political advan- 
tage in it? Perhaps the memory of how 
well Richard Nixon succeeded in the old 
Confederacy -by taking an anti-busing,

Blacks Await Senate Vote 


When the Ohio Senate convened in a one day 
skeleton session last Tuesday, it found a string of new 
appointees of Gov. James A. Rhodes awaiting confir- 
mation consideration. All the appointees, which in- 
cluded several blacks, were referred to the Rules 
Committee for screening before eae sent to the 
floor for a vote or assigned to a standing committee 
for public hearings. y 

The-one black who is certain:to receive a thorough 
going over by the Demacratic controlled Senate, ts 
Kwegyir Aggrey, Rhodes’ nominee for Director of 
Public Welfare: He was‘tapped for the post,-regarded 
as the hottest and most controversial seat in state 
government, after the Senate rejected the nomination 
of Raymond McKenna for the directorship. 

Also up for confirmation wilt be J, Frank: Troy, of 
Toledo, who Rhodes named as a Trustee of the 
Medical-College at Toledo. Troy is a former member 
of the Ohio Civil Rights Commission. If approved he 
will complete the unexpired term of Charles 
* Stocksteil, who resigned. The term will end May 1, 
1977. 

Troy, who is active with the Ohio Republican Coun- 
cil, is a Deputy Registrar of the Ohio Bureau of Motor 
Vehicles. He is believed to’ be the only black 
operating a year-round BMV station which in_addition 
to issuing auto license tags; also handies drivers’ 
licenses. His station is said to be one of the busiest in 
the Toledo area. 

The Senate will also take up the appointments of 
three candidates for membership of the National 
Museum of Afro-American History and Planning 
Council. They are, Kathliene E. DeLoache and Daisy 
M,. Flowers, Columbus, and Olympia A. Hall of 
Cleveland. ‘ 

Mrs. DeLoache, a retired Columbus public school 
principal, will succeed Dr. Charles H. Wesley, former 
president of Central State University, whose term ex- 
pired. 

Mrs. Flowers is to succeed Dr. Wilhelmena S. 


. Robinson, ,who..was vice.chairman of the council, 


while Mrs. Hall will replace Daniel B. Neusom. All 
three terms end Jan. 31, 1980.

Planning For 
National Growth 


At the end of May an international conference will 
convene in Vancouver to consider the “problems of 
human settlements.” Called “Habitat,” the canference 
will focus world attention on urban problems and on 
the environment. t 

In recent years it's become conventional to assume 
that the earth's finite resources won't'be able to 
support more people, and that the ravages done the 
environment mean that human. survival depends on a 
“do-growth"’ policy. * 

Conventional Wisdém is often flawed and in“this 
case it proved a complete fiasco. It didn't take into 
account the real issue -- the fair distribution of food 
and resources. 

The world’s poor countries rightly pointed out that 


__no-growth ‘meant condemning their people to 


perpetual poverty. In a world where hundreds of 
millions of people are starving no-growth economic 
policies amount to genocide. 

Here at home blacks and other minorities correctly 
interpreted no-growth to mean that they would be 
frozen into secondary status in our society. Since no 
one. .considered redistributing the wealth so that 
everyone has a fair share the only chance for a better 
life for the poor was an expanding economy that 
created opportunities for those left behind. 

The whole debate was worsened by unnecessary 
antagonism between environmentalists and poor 
people. The movement against pollution and large- 
scale industrial development that may harm the 
environment was seen as_a middie class. movement 
with no sympathy for people who needed jobs and 
incomes as much as fresh air. 

The conflict was further fueled by the fact that many 
environmentalists were unresponsive to the economic 
needs of poor people. Often environmental 
considerations were a thinly disguised screen to hide 
overt racist acts, as in zoning ordinances that 
pretended to be aimed at preserving suburban 
environments while actually serving to restrict access 
to housing. é 

The irony here is that poor people are most often 
found ‘in inner-city areas and in communities where 
environmental damage results in degrading health 
standards and in adding to the problems faced by the 
poor. 

Now there are signs that a more rational approach 
is developing and that the just aims of protecting the 
environment and increasing economic capabilities 
need be in conflict no longer. 

One such sign was the abandonment of the no- 
growth position by the prestigious Club of Rome 
whose 1972 forecast of growth-induced world famine 
fiad many Supporters. ntly the. Club called for 
planned growth.marked by aid to poorer nations who 
ewould be encour to develop their economies. 

No-growth lost its bloom because we've been 
experiencing no-growth in the past few years. Once 
the theoretical formulations were no longer-confined 
to scholar's reports but were translated into closed 
plants and mass lay-offs it became clear that the 
a cure was worse than the supposed disease. 

energy crisis also showed that it made 
economic sense to try to develop jobs. in labor- 
intensive industries as opposed to relying more 
heavily on automated energy-eating ones. {

Mr. Plumb told the 
audience that community 
service was the heart of 
the- labor movement.

The au- 
thorities. at the Crippled 
Children’s Clinic recom- 
mended that the child be 
fitted with braces _and_in- 
side of four weeks the little 
girl was walking inspite of 
her retardation. 

Mr. Plumb's speech was 
warm, effective and 
memorable but his thought 
provoking speech is not 
what many people will 
remember .most about him.
